tin Tregallis saw the light of day in one 
of England's moat lovely parishes. His 
early life was as pleasant and pure as 
the love that looked out of bis mother's 
eyes as she fondly nestled him to her 
breast. 
The spirit within him was 


strong and hopeful, and renouncing in 
thought and deed, allegiance to the old 
country, he became an American citizen. 
He waa a carpenter by trails, but a 
miner as well, and there never was a 
time that he was afraid of work. He 
grew to manhood in these \vcatern wilds 
and symbolical of the country itself he 
was a pillar in all the virtues that makes 
a man a man. Of poor and lowly par- 
ents, he proved himself a prince. Gen- 
erous to a fault, he was as gentla as he 
was brave. No petty inerceuary motive 
ever influenced his actions. He would 
have divided his crust with a distressed 
fellow creature, and given away by far 
the greater half. His heal t wfts over- 
flowing with kindness and goodness, and 
to his friends he was a marvel of con- 
stancy. 
Ha never forgot a favor, and 


was unhappy if cot afforded an imme- 
diate opportunity of reciprocating it 
His soul revolted at anytbiog savoring 
of disloyalty or dUhonebty and in every 
position, public or private, he was as 
true as hteel, as good as gold. He 
served a terra as Ciiptuin of tbe Guard 
at the State Prison and no man ever 
filled that lespousible position with 
nioro kinduess to tha prlsoueis, faith- 
fulness to superior officers, and unswerv- 
ing fidelity to the'State. It was an un- 
fortunate impulse that impelled him to 
go underground again, and as he steppec 
upon the Gould & Curry cage on thu 
fateful 24th of June he httle thought tha 
the suniight had forever parsed from 
his vision, and that he was going down 
down, down into the gloom and dark- 
ness, to be cruelly, relentlessly out of 
in the prime and vigor of his young life 
He worked away wuh his gallant com 
rades until the horrible fire had sent the 
foul gases up the shaft and back again 
through the air-pipes into the very face 
of the drift. 
He felt that life was worth 


living, that there was yet a chance be- 
fore three score and ten, to help him 
ot)lf and others, and therefore rushed to 
the shaft. The fire above obscured the 
panorama last seen f. om the surface— 
the flames in the incline lit up the cer 
tain hell down there. 
The bell was 


rang, but the cage was stuck in the 
burning timbers above! Appalled ant 
horrified, every stone seemed a demon 
and yet with the bravery of a lion, with 
the boldness of all that was in him, he 
and his partners, thought of tha olt 
drift which connected with a winzs lead- 
ing to the 1700 of the Con. Virginia and 
attacked the bulkhead, knocked it down 
and entering the drift, contimied for sii 
hours to labor, and to fight for life, so 
precious. The cold, merciless earth 
showed no flowers or trees, or other 
beautiful things. It presented ita most 
ugly form and features to Martin an 
his men. 
Each barieu rock hugged its 


neighbor closer than ever. Martin looked 
around, looked up, put hi* hands over 
his face, bowed his head, and laid down 
in the bottom of the drift, bis heart 
broken. His eyes had no sooner closed 
in sleep than the white-winged messen- 


w gers came from the other shore, made a 


passage-way, and carried bis spirit ou to 
the lovely sward, and where the tears 
from his mother's eyes assure it perpet- 
ual green. The few years be has lost 
on this earth amount to nothing in com' 
parison to the joys he has been provided 
in the Heaven above, for thera be no 
man, high or low, rich or poor, who 
ought to be more tenderly cared for in 
that other and better world. Noble fel- 
low, be happy forever and ever.

WASHINOTOS, July 12.—Senator Everet 
harles Faulkner, of West Virginia, was 


at the Interior Department to-day mak- 
ing recommendations in regard to ap- 
pointments from that State. Regarding 
the status of his election affairs, 
he 


said: "I no not -understand that Lucas 
is to make any sort of contest. If it is 
true, as ho charges, that our State Con- 
stitution forbids any other business be- 
ing done than that outlined by the Gov- 
ernor for the extra session of the Legis- 
lature, it is also true that onr State 
Constitution forbids the electing to 
political office of any Supreme or Cir- 
cuit Judge during his term of office. 
The Senate, however, has decided that 
the State Constitution cannot add to or 
take from the qualifications of a United 
States Senator, and further, it has de- 
cided, in twelve different coses, that 
the Governor of a State has no light to 
make an appointment in the beginning 
of a Senatorial term. Mr. Hearst, of 
California, recognized these things, and 
made no contest against the seating of 
Air. Williams, although the latter was 
elected under the same circumstances 
as myself, and against the provisions of 
the State Constitution of California.

do not apcrehend that the Republicans 
will try to keep us both out. That 
would be pretty small partisan politics, 
and the Senate is too evenly divided to 
do it. Yes, I am making some recom- 
mendations for office and securing some 
appointments. I made sure of my rec- 
ognition by the Administration as the 
next Senator from Went Virginia before 
I set foot in tlie department or made a

PHILADELPHIA, July 1.—A piece of 


ground at the northwest corner of Chest- 
nut and Fourth streets, sixteen feet on 
Ciiesfuut street by thirty-four on Fourth 
street, has been sold for $85,000, or 
S515G per square foot. It has » building 
on it but the building does not count, 
as it will be removed to make tbe ground 
available for a paihonifir purpose. At 
tbe same time hundreds of acres are for 
sala in Philadelphia in small lots, 
which sell as low as 50 cents per cquaro 
foot, and may be bought in installments 
This one lot, however, was needed to 
complete a building site in the business 
heart of the city, and sold at tbe rate of 
$6,800,000 per acre.

I.ET IM>W*C EASILY. 


Tlie Officials of the Fidelity KM- 


tional Bank Not to be Prose- 
cnted. 


CIHCKTSATT, July 12.—Somewhat un- 


expectedly the final decree was entered 
t>y order of Judge Sage this afteinoon 
against tbe Fidelity National Bank and 
its Directors find officers, to forfeit the 
charter of the Bank. Demurrers bad 
been filed by President Briggs, Swift 
and others, and there was an appear- 
ance of f. lengthy legal 
argument. 


Upon a mutual understanding the argu- 
ment was dropped and the decree was 
agreed upon by all the paities, which 
dismisses the aetion against the Di- 
rectors and other officers, but finds that 
the bank has violated tbe banking laws 
of the United States by lending money 
to D. A. Fitzpattick and others upon 
the security of its own capital stock, 
and by permitting its cash on hand to 
fall below the required 25 per cent, of 
its circulation and deposits:, and by in- 
curring new obligations v, bile in this in- 
solvent condition. The charter of the 
bank is therefore declared forfeited. 
This action puts all the assets of the 
late bank in the hands of receiver Arm- 
strong, and dissolves all attachments 
npon its property made smce the bank 
was seized by the Government.

leeds have little upiral filaments attached 
and when blown about by the wind 
catch readily in the soil and grow quick- 
y. 
No known forage plant fattens 


stock as rapidly as alnlena. It grows 
n dry, sandy places whore water never 
comes, and the rapidity with which it 
spreads is something wonderful. 


Let the dry lauds of this State be 


seeded with alfileria, and it will be 
worth millions to our stock industry. 
It is not probable that many people will 
act upon this advice, but the sturdy and 
enterprising plant is working its own 
way into the country and soon will 
;each the people what they ought to 
lave known years ago. The plant has 
settled here to stay.
